Correspondence. 


From the Mikado’s Empire. 


Toxio, Nov. 8th, 1876. 

Eprrors oF THE Pacrric: I take 
great pleasure in calling attention to 
Mr. Griftis’ work on Japan, “ The Mika- 
do’s Empire.” Scholarly and pains- 
taking, it is by no means heavy. The 
author has brought much together re- 
garding Ancient Japan, which can only 
be found scattered in many volumes; 


and he has also made additions to our 


knowledge from original, native works. 
His second part tells, in a graphic way, 
of the changes which have so rapidly 
taken place since 1868, and of his own 
personal experiences. No one volume 
contains so much information, and gives, 
on the whole, so true a picture of An- 
cient and Modern Japan. Its fearless 
freedom on political and religious ques- 
tions will, very probably, draw down 
adverse criticism ; but it is refreshing to 
meet a writer who unflinchingly de- 
nounces what he thinks wrong, even if 
it be on our side. Not much of spe- 
cifically missionary information is given, 
but a great deal may be gathered from 
the volume bearing on the religious 
ideas and life of the Japanese ; and, to 
his honor, ‘Mr. Griffis plants himself 
squarely on the Christian side. The 
Mikado’s empire feels a felt need for 
a candid story of Japan’s place in his- 
tory, and it will be some time before 
this work is superseded. 

All the friends of Japan must sorrow 
over the death of Mr. Hatakeyama, 
who died on the “ City of Peking” on 
her last trip to Yokohama. His health 
has for some time been poor, and he left 
here for America six months ago, in 
hopes of advantage from traveling. He 
has for several years been Director of 
the Imperial University, in which posi- 
tion he did much for education. Those 
best acquainted with him speak confi- 
dently of him as a Christian, though he 
never joined the church. The Rev. W. 
E. Parson, one of the professors in the 
University, says of him: ‘‘ His was one 
of the sincere and devout souls. I have 
walked with him frequently to the house 
of God, have talked with him about the 
simplicity and mystery of Godliness, 
and I think that the sincerity, the truth- 
fulness and the gentleness which mark a 
true child of God were a real and rul- 
we part of his life. . . He was known 
and recognized as a believer in Chris- 
tianity by all who knew anything of 
him.” Such cases as Mr. Hatakeyma’s 
are indications of the advance Christian- 
ity is making in Japan. 

A great tide of commercial prosperity 
has, these last few months, been pouring 
into this island empire, in the great de- 
mand for raw silk for the markets of 
_ Europe, where the silk crop has this 
year been such a failure.. Tea and silk 
are now the great exports of Japan. 
The culture of tea has been very greatly 
extended within a few years, in conse- 
quence of the greatly increased use of 
Japanese teas in the United States. And 
silk has now received a great impetus, 
- Which it will not soon lose. During a 
recent tour of over a thousand miles in 
the northern and central parts of Japan, 
we became very) familiar with the hum 
of the reeling-wheels turned by hand, 


| together with the occasional whirl of 
the machinery of water-propelled appa- 
| ratus for reeling, after European meth- 
ods, by which the foreign value of the 
silk is greatly increased. 

Political affairs are quite a little agi- 


tated at the present moment. A rebel- 
lion has broken out in the southern 
island of Kinsin, and there are symp- 
toms of discontent, and even acts of 
violence, in a number of places through- 
out the main island itself. Many lives 
have been already lost on both sides, 
though there has been no great battle. 
The cause of the outbreak is discontent, 
on the part of many, with the new po- 
litical régime that came in with the 
smoke of Commodore Perry’s steam- 
ships, and especially with the overthrow 
of the feudal system. Those who are 
in revolt are a part of the old military 
class, retainers of the lordly damios, 
who are now reduced to the necessities 
of labor, without a taste or an aptitude 
for it. Pensions have hitherto been paid 
these so-called samurai, but within a 
few months there has been a gommuta- 
tion, or capitalization, of these life-pen- 
sions into self-limiting bonds, of varying 
terms, which provides for the extinction 
of all these feudal claims in a period of 
about thirty years. It is only wonderful 
that the great revolutions of the last 
few years have been effected with so 
little bloodshed and trouble; and these 
emsutes are the very least that could be 
expected. 

_ There may be some prolongation of 
trouble, but the final issue cannot be 
doubtful, if the newly-created army and 
navy prove true. The forces of the 
central government might not be very 
efficient as against foreign armies and 
navies, but they are far more than a 
match for any opposition within the 
empire itself. The rebels are poor, and 
destitute of any considerable amount of 
munitions of war; and they are too 
poor to purchase, even if the govern- 
ment did not prohibit all foreigners sell- 
ing them arms. Their case seems un- 
promising; and yet it may bring the 
government to a more liberal and less 
repressive policy than it has of late been 
pursuing. Lutuer H. 


From Turkey. 


| Extract from a letter written by Miss 
Kappleye to one of her former pupils in 
this state, which has been kindly placed 
in our hands. | 

Brovssa, Turkey, Sept. 4, 1876. 

You ask if we are in any danger from 
the political troubles here. The mission- 
aries have all remained at their posts. 
Some apprehensions have been felt for 
those in European Turkey, but no evil 
has come. Traveling has become dan- 
gerous, so that tours in that region 
have been interrupted, and there has 
been but little traveling anywhere. 
Some of the more nervous have trem- 
bled for what might be, but no violence 
has come near any of us—and the worst 
is passed now. The war seems to be 
drawing near its close. The old Sultan 
committed suicide after he was deposed. 
His brother’s son has since abdicated 
and yielded the throne to his younger 
brother, the next heir to the throne, 
He isa bigoted Mohammaden, and we 
have not so much hope of liberty as we 
had under the last—but England is 
watching closely, and the other powers, 
and God reigneth over all. The weath- 
er has been very hot here this summer. 
I have been spending most of my vaca- 
tion at an Armenian village twenty-five 
miles from here. Mr. Richardson took 
me there on horseback, in one day. 
The road, or trail, is very pleasant, over 
mountains and by the shores of Lake 
Nice, but the village (Solos) isolated 
from others, and in the mountains, is oc 
cupied by a wild uncultivated class of 
people—though the men are very daring. 
A year and a half ago, Mr. Richardson, 
spending a night there, was stoned, and 
the house he had rented and in which 
he was at the time, having all its win- 
dows broken in on one side. Last sum- 
mer, when out on a tour, I spent one 
night there, and saw the stones which 
had not been removed, as they were 
needed for a witness. Only one man 
dared, in the darkness of the night, 
come to see us. Lately, the kind man- 


ner of the mission keeper there had won 


over many of the people, and some had 
declared themselves Protestants, so I 
thought it would be a place where I 
could usefully spend my vacation. I 
took with me a few medicines, as I 
thought for my own use and that of the 
helper’s family—but the native people 
believedg had brought them for them, 
and they showed the utmost confidence 
in my skill in using them. The Lord 
blessed their use in many cases—so that 
before I came away, the people came 
with the sick from neighboring villages. 
We were overwhelmed with baskets of 
grapes, apples, peaches, almonds, eggs, 
etc., from the grateful healed ones, 
Aronsiag, one of my former pupils, 
came home after I had been there a few 
days, and we two together went to every 
part of the village. When an opportu- 


‘nity offered—at the bedside of the sick, 


at the corners of the streets, under the 
trees, or in our own house, we read the 
gospel to the poor ignorant women. The 
gospel was the theme all day long, from 
early morn to late atnight. The truths 
shone brighter and brighter as we saw 
them received into hearts for the first 
time, and I am very glad for this expe- 
rience of real missionary work. I took 
my little organ and sewing machine. 
These attracted many to the house, and 
the medicine drew many who would not 
have dared to come tothe Protestant 
house, I gave medicine to many who 
were engaged in the house-stoning, and 
I was glad to return good for evil. They 
seemed very much ashamed for what 
they had done. Two or three of the 
leading men tried to keep Protestantism 
out of their village, and had succeeded 
so well that even some of the mission- 
aries thought it best to give up the ats 
tempt for the present, but now the work 
looks very hopeful. Many young men 
talk with the helper, and believe what 
he says, but are not yet quite ready to 


to take upon themselves the hateful 
name of Protestant.

LESSONS PARTICULARIZED. 

I, Stephen’s Defense.—(Acts xii: 1- 
50.) By reference to Jewish history, 
Stephen shows the abounding grace of 
God in all his dealings with the Jews, 
but his Spirit and grace everywhere re- 
sisted ; culminating at last in the rejec- 
tion and crucifixion of Christ. It teaches 
us that God loves and desires the salva- 
tion of all, but that, his love and grace 
resisted and refused, the result is increas- 
ing hardness of heart, ending in utter 


shame and apostasy. 


II. Stephen’s Martyrdom.—(Acts vii: 
51-60.) This lesson shows goodness and 
truth falling a sacrifice at the hands of 
violence and wickedness, but itself up- 
held by a divine power, and triumphing 
even in death. It teaches the madness 
and impotence of unbelief, and the all- 
conquering and sustaining power of a 
living faith. 

Ill. Simon the Sorcerer.—( Acts viii: 
9-25.) This lesson shows ambition and 
selfish greed seeking to obtain the divine 
anointing and gifts, and wholly for the 


| 


purpose of prostituting them to base 
and mercenary uses. It teaches that the 
unregenerate heart jis altogether selfish, 
and incapable of truly appreciating the 
good even in its highest forme. 

IV. Philip and the Eunuch.—-(Acts 
viii: 26-40.) This lesson shows an op- 
portunity to teach Christ faithfully im- 
proved, and with wonderful effect. It 
teaches that all earnest souls may and 
will be guided in doing God’s will; 
and that in the path of obedience is 
abundant blessing. 

V. Saul’s Conversion.—(Acts ix : 1- 
18.) This lesson shows Saul, the perse- 
cutor, suddenly arrested in his mad ca- 
reer by the hand of Power and Love, 
and changed into an humble disciple, 
full of faith and praygr. It teaches us. 
that the church is safe, and that, to pro- 
mote her welfare, even “ vessels of 
wrath” are, by God’s grace, often con- 
verted into instruments {of his praise 
and glory. 

VI. Saul’s Early Ministry.— (Acts 
ix: 19-30.) This lesson gives us the his- 
tory of Saul from his conversion up to 
the period of his temporary retirement 
at, Tarsus—preaches at Damascus, flees 
from enemies, goes to Jerusalem, thence 
to Tarsus. It shows that.those who 


give themselves, with singleness ot pur- 


pose and with zeal and energy, to the 
service of Christ, need not fear for them- 
selves nor their. interests, for God him- 
self will care for them. 

VII. Dorcas Restored to Life.—(Acts 
ix : 31-43.) This lesson teils of church 
rest, the cure of Eneas, and the restora- 
tion to life of Dorcas. It shows that 
the secret of all church life and growth 
is, that its membership seek and obtain 
the divine anointing, and so abound in 
good works and abide in faith and love, 
that all lookers-on shall be impressed 
with the presence of the supernatural, 
and give glory to God. 

VIIL. Peter’s Vision—(Acts x: 1- 
20.) This lesson, in the visions of Cor- 
nelius and Peter, shows God’s provi- 
dence and grace, working for the in- 
struction and enlargement of the Jews, 
and for the bringing in of “ the first 
fruits” of the Gentiles, through the in- 
strumentality of the Jew. It teaches 
that God’s saving grace and love, man- 

X. Spread of the Gospel.—(Acts xi: 
ifest in Christ, is provided for all men 
alike, of whatever race or class. 

IX. The Gentiles Received.—(Acts 
x: 38-48.) This lesson shows Christ 
preached to the Gentiles, and the Gen- 
tiles converted and baptized and receiv- 
ed into the Church. It shows that 
Christ, preached and set forth in his 
fullness and power, is “the power of 
God for salvation to every one that be- 
lieveth,” be he Jew or Gentile, Mongo- 
lian or African. 


THE Woman’s BoarD OF THE 
PACIFICe 


CONDUCTED BY SARAH EDWARDS HENSHAW. 


December Meeting. 

The December meeting of the Board 
of the Pacific was held in the parlor of 
the Plymouth Church, San Francisco. 
Twenty-seven ladies present. 

After the opening exercises, minutes 
of the November meeting were read by 
Mrs. Smith, Secretary. Some discussion 
followed the reading, and with slight 
verbal alterations, the minutes were 
adopted and ordered on record. The 
resignations which were offered at last 
meeting were laid over for still further 
consideration. 

Next in order we listened to the 
Treasurer’s report. A resolution was 
passed at the November meeting, ex- 
tending aid to Miss Rappelye’s school at 
Broosa, and Mrs. Cole reported a cur- 
rency draft for $500 had been sent to 
the Parent Board in Boston, which had 
been duly received and acknowledged. 
After sending the above amount, balance 
of cash 1st December was $88.97. But 
of this, $80.00 was the organ fund. 

It was pleasant, after so much uncer- 
tainty as to the fate of the organ, to 
learn, from a letter read by Mrs. Flint, 
of its safe arrival in Guadalajara before 
Mrs. Watkins had left for the U.S. A 
letter from Mrs. Watkins, written from 
her present eastern home, explained that 
she had written to thank the ladies for 
their great kindness, as soon as the organ 
arrived. This letter, with one from Mr. 
Watkins, was not received; hence the 
supposition on part uf the ladies here, 
the organ was still waiting “ to be re- 
leased.” Mrs. Watkins wrote of the 
great pleasure she felt personally and of 
how much the organ had added to the 
interest of the various services held. 

Though still suffering and unable to 
do more ‘than occasionally address a 
meeting in {behalf of woman’s work,” 
she is looking forward hopefully to re- 
turniig to her work in a few months. 

A letter from Dr. Clark was read, the 
whole of which was most interesting, 
but only a few extracts can be given. 
Writing of Miss Rappelye’s work, he 
says—‘‘ the rapid development of her 
enterprise has led to greater expense 
than we had anticipated. We cannot 
of course regret this, but are greatly 
pleased at her remarkable success. 

There is every prospect of a fine work 
opening at Broosa, and in the region 
round about, through her efforts; and I 
feel confident your ladies will take great 
pleasure not only in assuming her sup- 
port, but in taking up the school and 
other work which is developing under 
her hands.” 


19-30.) This lesson shows the Gospel ? An estimate accompanied Dr. Clark’s 


yet more widely preached to both Jews 
and Gentiles, and Christianity (now for 
the first time distinctively recognized) 
extending with power, and yielding the 
blessed fruits of charity.

Conclusion from the whole-—The great 
mission of the Church is to preach 
Christ and extend his kingdom; and 
when, regardless of self, she gives her- 
self wholly to fulfil this mission, then 
God is with her in power, and her expe- 
rienge is light, life, peace and joy.

The concluding sentence of Dr. 
Clark’s letter should encourage and 
stimulate our efforts. “TI have noticed 
by the reports in the ‘ Pacific’ your 
ladies have contributed generously and 
it is a satisfaction to us not only by the 
amount given, but as a pledge to us that 
the foreign missionary cause is to have 
grand development on the Pacific slope. 

A letter from the Woman’s Board of 
the Interior came with affectionate greet- 
ing, and “‘bidding us God speed in our 
new departure.” 

It will be seen from the appended es- 
timate of work for 77 how the work is 
increasing, and this from the letter just 


referred to opens another field fall of 
interesting appeal. ‘‘We hope your en- 
larging plans will include Micronesia, 
which stretches imploring hands to us 
for help which we would heartily join 
you in sending thither.” 


Letters from Miss Talcott full of deep- 
est interest were also read, of work pro- 
gressing in many ways. It is to be re- 
gretted that the “ column ” is not large 
enough to give more of these letters to 
the far-away readers. But to the ladies 
of the city and the neighboring churches 
would we could add a word that should 
fill the rooms to overflowing. It seems 


almost selfish to enjoy so much among so 
few.

Living Downward. 


It is idle to suppose that outward cir- 
cumstances do not touch the inward 
character, even of those whose nature 
has been, as it were, crystalized by ex- 
perience, and set and seasoned by time. 
Weare all molded by our circumstan- 
ces—in youth entirely so; and old age 
itself is impressed, and to a certain ex- 
tent remedeled, by the conditions of 
existence. Hence, we all either rise un- 
er the influence of noble surroundings, 
or live down to the level of base ones; 
and the choice of our company is one of 
the most important considerations that 
we have. If we are among people of 
vulgar bearing and coarseness of mind, 
we gradually lose the sharp sense of 
disgust with which we first beard their 
doubtful anecdotes, their less than decent 
jokes, their gross expressions, their un- 
draped discourse. but as time goes on 
habit asserts its usual power, and we are 
mot so keen to notice, nor so shocked 
when we do notice, things which in the 


first blush of novelty revolted us almost 


beyond the possibility of bearing. We 
live down to our company; we become 
tolerant of, and comparatively indiffer- 
ent to, that which so much offended us 
at the beginning; and if we remain 
among them long enough, we adopt 
their formulas—at first under protest 
and with a certain shame-faced hesita- 
tion, speaking, as it were, in inverted 
commas, at the last insensibly, till we 
become even asthey. If you are already 
fixed in your pursuits—have learned to 
look at things from a certain point of 
view which you are not the least likely 
to change—have abandoned superficial 
anodes of thought and certain modes of 
thought and certain popular supersti- 
tions—even then, how can you talk of 
the things nearest to your heart, and in 
the spirit that is most congenial to you, 
among a set of people who live in an- 
other sphere of thought altogether, speak 
another mental language from that fa- 
miliar to you, and who are incapable of 
understanding yours? However dis- 
tressing to you, you are bound to live 
down to them in your daily conversa- 
tion ; for there is no kind of good in fir- 
ing into the air—talking above the heads 
of your companions, dwelling on heights 
inaccessible to them, and appearing to 
them as pedantic and unintelligable, 
‘You must content yourself with conver- 
sations with the women on their servants 
‘and their dress, their neighbors, their 
‘babies, the murders and police reports in 
“he newspapers, the Jast new “ penny 
dreadful”? story. With the men you 
must get on as you can; but the men of 
this kind of society are not far above the 
women, and are as little able to rise out 
of the narrow groove of their daily ex- 
istence, which comprises simply prices of 
stock and grain, and what So-and-so is 
going to do with that field.

Utilization of the Sun’s Heat, 


About the year 1860, M. Monchot, 
then Professor of Mathematics in the 
Lycee of Alencon, being stimulated by 
the researches of Pouillet as well as by 
‘those of Melloni, the ablest of Italian 
yhysicists, who had made experiments of 
incomparable precision upon the trans- 
mission of heat, boldly attacked the 
question of the utilization of the sun’s 
heat. The’meckanical equivalent of heat 


had at length been determined. Thanks 


to Melloni, we already knew the quanti- 
ty of caloric which different bodies, as 
glass, when reduced to thin lamina, suf- 
fer to pass through, as also the difference 
in the reflecting power of polished me- 
tallic surfaces according to the nature of 
the metals employed. But to measure 
the amount of vis viva transmitted daily 
from the sun to the earth, and, more 
Utopian still, to concentrate, at little 
eost, the sun’s rays, so as to realize all 
the effects of which they are capable, 
were objects the attainment of which 
was henceforth insured, though Buffon 
and Saussure had failed, owing to the 
insufficiency of the data at their com- 
mand. The question is now merely a 
a matter of calculation, an application 
of well known physical laws. 

In order to concentrate to any useful 
purpose the sun’s rays, there was need 
of a receiver which should be of mod- 
erate size and reasonable cost. After 
sundry attempts, one of which was with 
am apparatus resembling that of Saus- 
sure, Monchot contrived a vertical boiler 


of copper, blackened on the ouside, cov- 
ered with three concentric bell glasses, 
and resting on some bad conductor of 
heat, as cand, brick or wood. Soon he 
increased the power apparatus by the 
addition of a metallic reflector, which 
enabled him to dispense with two of 
the three bell-glasses. With this appar- 
atus he considerably raised the tempera- 
ture of the water in the boiler, reduced 
it to vapor, melted sulphur, the liquefa- 
cation temperature of which is 116 de- 
grees C., and after twenty minutes of 
isolation brought the empty boiler up to 
the temperature of 200 degrees C. 


Self-Degradation. 


Nothing hurts a man more than to 
seem small and ignoble in his own eyes. 
It is the slavish feeling that degrades the 
enslaved. A base ambition makes the 
man that cherishes it, base. No onecan 
debase you but yourself. Slander, sat- 
ire, falsehood, injustice, these can 
never rob you of your manhood. Men 
may lie about you, they may denounce 
you, they may cherish suspicions mani- 
fuld, they may make your failings the 
target of their wit or cruelty; never be 
alarmed; never swerve an inch from 
the line your judgment and conscience 
have marked out for you. They can 
not by all their efforts take away your 
knowledge of yourself, the purity of 
your motives, the integrity of your 
character, and the generosity of your 
nature. While these are left, you are, 
in point of fact, unharmed. Nothing 
outside yourself can ever make you 
smaller than you are to-day. If you 
shall dwindle; ifleanness and inability 
shall come to any faculty; if you shall 
lose what makes you an ornament to 
that rank and order of intelligence to 
which you were born,—the loss will be 
a self-inflicted one. Self-degradation is 
the only degradation man can know. 


OwniInG IN A SunpAay ParEer.—A 
member of Sewickley Church owns a 
quarter interest in the Pittsburgh “Sun- 
day Ledger,” but has little or no con- 
nection with its editorial work. By di- 


rection of Presbytery, the session consid- 


ered the case, and a majority reported 
adversely to disciplinary action. Pres- 
bytery issued an imperative mandate, 
requiring, in effect, that the offending 
member be excommunicated. Session 
declined to obey, for reasons assigned. 
Presbytery then referred the matter to 
the Synod of Erie, which met October 
20th, at Indiana, Pa., the discussion 
lasting an entire day. The question at 
issue seemed to be this: Is it the duty 
of session to excommunicate this partic- 
ular member, and who are the judges of 
that duty—the session or Presbytery ? 
Also, in view cof the refusal of the ses- 
sion to do so, what should the Presby- 
tery do next? The result was that the 
Synod sustained the position and action 
of Presbytery, declared “that responsi- 
bility in the issuing of a Sunday news- 
paper is incompatible with membership 
in the Presbyterian church,” adjudged 
the reasons assigned by the session for 
its refusal to act as directed insufficient, 
and adopted the following instruction : 
In case the said session of the Sewickley 
Church shall persist in refusing to follow 
the instructions of Presbytery, as before, 
then they are to be instructed, and Synod 
hereby directs the Presbytery to instruct 
them that, according to the Form of 
Government, chap. xill. sec. 7, and the 
deliverances of the Church under that 
head, according to Moore’s Digest, page 
349, it is the duty of as many of them 
as cannot act in accordance with the de- 
cision of Presbytery that is hereby ap- 
proved and sanctioned by the Synod, to 
cease to act, and cause the congregation 
to elect other elders who may have free- 
dom to act.—| Presbyterian. 


Scnoots FoR CookEery.—At South 
Hadley Falls, Mass., in the “ Mount 
Holyoke Seminary,” founded by Miss 
Lyon, there has been from the first a 
Domestic Department. In the Ladies’ 
Seminary at Painesville, Ohio, there is 
a similar department. William Emer- 
son Baker has recently placed in the 
hands of Goy. Gaston of Massachusetts, 
and four other trustees, a farm contain- 
ing fifty acres of land, and $50,000, for 
the purpose of founding a school of 
cookery. These three institutions are 
all in the present and the prospective 
that have taken hold in a practical way 
of this subject. There is a cooking 
school in New York City, in which a 
chef de cuisine whoserved a seven years’ 
apprenticeship*under Fracatelli, the fa- 
mous English cuisinier, teaches theoret- 
ical and practical cookery.

coME.—By André (Mrs. P. D. Brown). 
pp. imo. Lovell Printing and Pub- 
lishing Company, New York. Roman, San

This book comes to us unheralded by 
fame of the author, and without the fa- 
yor of any eminent publisher. For all 
that, it is a very handsome book exteri- 
orly. Except for certain defects in 
proof-reading, it would do no discredit 
to the printers along the Charles River, 
in Cambridge. 

It is also written with no inferior pen. 
In the management of scenes, incidents 
and general course of events, this story 
is superior to most works that have 
wide circulation. The narrative com- 
mences in India, but the principal por- 
tion of the story relates to English peo- 
ple and English towns. Occasionally 
the reader finds himself in Germany, 
and even in Sweden and Russia. Once 
an American gentleman crosses the 
path of the heroine, and walks for a 
short time by her side, and it might 
seem as if he would be caught in the 
web of events, but it is woven without 
him. 

The feature of the book is the power- 
ful way in which it sets forth the terri- 
ble influence of the social glass in the 
best circles of society, and the only not 
omnipotent power of the really Chris- 
tian character, especially as shown in 
woman. We do not mean that this is 
what would be called a “ preaching” 
story. It is not so at all in any offensive 
sense. Lut the story itself impresses 
these great lessons, ‘This is a genuinely 
wholesome volume, while it also awak-

into Turkey, Dr. Cumming observes 
that this must be what is said in Reve- 
lation: “ Then fell upon men a great 
hail out of heaven.” He has also been 
led to think that by Tarshish is meant 
England. Her ships are to carry back 
the sons of the Jews, and to resist the 
Russian hail-storm. England will not 
go down amid the catastrophe of na- 
tions.

“The eyes of the Lord are upon the 
righteous, and his ears are open unto 
their cry,” says the sweet singer of Is 
rael; and Peter, in his letter to the 
churches, repeats it. In each of these 
cases, the Holy Spirit represents God as 
tenderly watching over his people, and 
bending down his head with a quick 
ear to catch the feeblest breath of 
prayer. Very often in the Bible, we 
are invited and urged to commit our 
ways unto the Lord. The original is, 
“Roll thy ways on the Lord.” It so 
appears on the margin of many of our 
Bibles. ‘‘ Roll it all on me,” says God. 
You are carrying too 
great a burden. It will crush all hope 
and joy and peace out of your life. 
Bring it all to me, and cast it on m 
heart.” | 

The marvelous thing about all this is, 
that though so often neglected, slighted 
and forgotten by his children, he still 
stands and waits to help them. A man 
may be deserted of all friends on earth, 
and lose all hope in himself, but God 
never gives him up. How meanly men 
treat God; and still he is their “ refuge 
and strength, a very present help in 
troubles.” “Fools, because of their 
transgressions and because of their in- 
iquities, are afflicted; their soul abhor- 
reth all manner of meat; they draw 
near unto the gates of death. Then 
they cry unto the Lord, and he saveth 
them out of their distress. They re- 
belled against the words of God, and 
contemned the counsel of the Most 
High ; therefore he brought down their 
hearts; they fell down and there were 
none to help. Then they cried unto the 


Lord in their troubles, and he saved 
them out of their distress. He brought 
them out of darkness and the shadow of 
death, and brake their bands in sunder.” 

The father runs out to meet the prod- 
igal when he sees thai he is coming 


back. Ragged was the prodigal and 


wretched indeed; but he is coming 
back. Disobedient had been his life. 
Honor gone, character gone, money 
gone; but he is coming back, and that 
is enough. That coming back is all 
that God asks. He has food for the 
hungry, clothes for the naked, honor 
and character, and all that has been for- 
feited by sin. He has the oil of joy for 
mourning, and the garment of praise 
for a spirit of heaviness, 


The Rock of Ages. 


It is the well-authenticated story of a 
Highland mother, who, at the close of 
spring was suddenly overtaken, in a 
wild glen among the mountains, by 
what was long recalled by her fellow- 
villagers as “‘ the first May storm,” that, 
after attempting in vain for some time, 


|with her infant in her arms, to buffet 


the whirling eddies, she laid the child 
down in the heather and ferns in the 
deep cleft of a rock, with the brave re- 
solve, if possible, to make her own way 
home through the driving sleet, and ob- 
tain succor for her little one. She was 
found by the anxious neighbors, next 
morning, stretched cold and stiff on a 
snowy shroud. But the cries of the 
babe directed them to the rock crevice 
where it lay, all unconscious of its dan- 
ger, and from which it was rescued in 
safety. Many long years afterward 
that child returned from distant lands a 
disabled soldier, covered with honorable 
wounds. The first Sabbath of his home. 
coming, on repairing to a city church, 
he listened to an aged clergyman un- 
folding, in Celtic accents, the story of a 
redeeming love. Strange to say, that 
clergyman happened to be from the 
same Highland glen where he had spent 
his life. Stranger still, he was iilus- 
trating the divine tale with the anec. 
dote, to him’ so familiar, of the widow 
and her saved child. A few days after- 
wards that pastor was summoned to 
visit the death-bed of that old soldier, 
‘‘T am the son of the widow,”’ were the 
words that greeted the former as he 
stood by the couch of the dying man. 
* * “Tay my bones beside hers in the 
church-yard among the hills. The pray- 
ers she used to offer for me have been 
answered. I have found deliverance in 
old age where I found it in childhood— 
in the cleft of the rock; but it is— 
‘The Rock of Ages.’ ” 


A Good Word for Mothers-in-Law, 


There is a good deal said now-a-days 
about the disrespect shown by children 
to old people; but how can it be other- 
wise, when they have the example set 
them in almost every paper that meets 
their eye? Indeed, with many it seems 
to have become an article of belief, that 
the greatest proof of intelligence and 
wit that can be given is to open their 
silly mouths and give utterance to an 
original or plagarized sentiment, insult- 
ing to those who, above all others, are 
worthy of affection and respect—our 
mothers. How any man or woman whq 
loves or even respects his wife, how any 
sensible woman, can be guilty of such 
unkindness and glaring injustice, passes 
my understanding.

ious creature, whose death—speaking 
according to the sentiments of our witty 
friends—would be the signal for a gen- 
eral jubilee? And all this, because to 
a stranger I shall have given up my 
tenderly nurtured ones!

There are several varieties of the Euca- 
lyptus, many of which we have never 
seen ; but all Californians are eoming to 
know this variety. This number con- 
tains an article on “ Fossil Botany,” by 
Geologist.” The five .other original 
articles have not their authors’ names 
affixed. Under “ Rod and Gun,” “ Se- 
lected Articles,” ‘“ Editorial Portfolio,” 
and ‘‘Gleanings,” are pages full of at- 
traction and interest for all who love 
nature, animate and inanimate, cultured 
or wild, in all her varying phases and 
changing conditions. We hope this 
magazine has had a prosperous year, 
and that it will have another one, rich 
in blossoms and fruits. 


That which all who have passed a 
score of years in this state feared would 
come, has come. A _ comparatively 
heavy rain so early as October (our ex- 
perience this last autumn) is likely to be 
followed by weeks of dry weather; the 
sun hot at midday ; the nights cold, if 
not frosty ; the ground finally becoming 
hard and cracking; the young grass be- 
coming frost-bitten, and the early-sown 
grain dying for lack of moisture. Seven 
or eight weeks of such weather are tell- 
ing severely upon some districts, and 
glooming the prospects of farmers in 
all directions. By itself considered, the 
weather is serenely bright. and beauti- 
ful, and it is very attractive to those 
from the east who are sojourning here 
for their health. Still, it is not the 
healthiest. The air needs more washing, 
and the ground more drenching, to re- 
lieve us of these tendencies to influenzas 
and diseases of the throat. 


In the national Congress very little is 
doing which has not some relation to 
the Presidential question. In fact, s0 
many members are absent on commit- 
tees of investigation, that no important 
business can be transacted. The com- 
mittees at work in the southern states 
have not yet unearthed anything very 
mew or important. In South Carolina 
there are two sets of state officers, and 
two Legislatures. The Democratic Leg- 
islature has no Senate, and is, of course, 
not a legal body; nor has Wade 
Hampton been legally inaugurated. 
Whatever doubt may hang over the 


. proceedings of the Legislature that has 


made Chamberlain Governor, there is 


* mo doubt that the other Legislature is a 


farce and a pretense, without any show 


: haps our public men cannot better spend : 


one winter than in the attempt to ferret 
out all the chicanery, trickery, decep- 
tion, fraud and violence, which, here 
and there, have become too common. 


We were not very sorry to read in 
the proceedings of Congress of the de- 
feat of the scheme for making the U. 
S. Supreme Court the body to count and 
declare the vote of the electoral college. 
It would be giving the Court a preroga- 
tive not consonant with its chief func- 
tions, and one which might bring the 
Court into distrust. We do not believe 
that, as law and constitution now are, 
Congress has anything more to do with 


the counting of the electoral vote than | 
| to give dignity to the occasion by being 


present when the President of the U. 5. 
Senate opens and counts the votes, and 
declares the result—that such a person 
has been chosen, or that there has been 
no election. We shall look with some 
distrust upon any action of Congress in 
this matter, beyond the proposing of 
amendments to the constitution. We 
are in favor of hereafter allowing the 
voters of each state to ballot directly 
for President, and then of having each 
state’s number of electoral votes sent up 
by the Governor to the President of the 
Senate, certifying for whom they are to 
be cast. This will get rid of false and 
disqualified electors, and bring the 
choice of the President one degree near- 
er to the people. 


Thomas Anthony Thacher, LL.D., 
has been Professor of the “Latin Lan- 
guage and Literature’ in Yale College 
more than thirty years. One of the ed- 
itors of this paper was his pupil in the 
class in which this gentleman began his 
career, asa Tutor in the College. He 
instructed us in Livy, Sallust, Horace, 
Cicero, and soon. When we first knew 
him, he was a slender young man, 
with light hair, a beardless face, smooth 
and fair, which suffused itself with 
blushes, to the roots of the hair, upon 
the least stir of mental or physical ex- 
citement. He was near-sighted, and 
wore gold-bowed spectacles. When he 
came to his maturity he grew out into 
a stout, stocky, strong man, almost an 
athlete. His active temperament 
made him an efficient instructor and a 
watchful guardian. Many years he has 
been a leading member of a very re- 
markable corps of teachers, and he is 
now the veteran of the Faculty, full of 
honors, but not yet full of years, though 
the frosts of time have touched his flax- 
en locks, and the seasons have written 
their legends on his brow. Somewhat 
weak and worn, he came to this coast 
about two months ago to finish a season 
of rest and recreation. He has spent 
most of bis time in Oakland, where some 
of his relatives reside. He has fuund 
other friends, particularly in this city. 
One who has taught Latin to about 3000 
living men could hardly fail to meet old 
acquaintances in a city as large as this, 
whither have flocked during all these 
years, many College graduates. Prof. 
Thacher has been among us during one 
of our most charming autumns, and we 
are glad to know that he is feeling ex- 
hilarated and stronger. Heis now on his 
way home, where he will have a hearty 
welcome from his associates, who have 
learned to admire his wisdom, and to 
confide in his strength.

A Day to Celebrate. 


This day completes the 256th year 
since the landing of the Pilgrims at Ply- 
mouth, in Mass. As the hours fly, from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific, the grateful 
descendants and admirers of those wor- 
thy men will gather to do them honor, 
and to commemorate an event whose 
bearings and results we are coming 
more and more to see, Even here, by 
the Golden Gate, we shall this evening 
meet to take up the strain that reaches 
us from afar, and, with oration, poem 
and psalm, lay our tribute at the feet of 
those who on that memorable day “trod 
the wintry strand.” 

It is fitting that we, who accept their 
principles and inherit their land, should, 
in every loving and loyal way, make 
known their character and commend 
their example. 

No country was ever permanently set- 
tled by a grander body of people than 
those who landed at Plymouth Rock. 
Unsuccessful attempts to settle had been 
earlier made, several of them ; and even 
this was, for a time, in peril of failure, 
so many were the hardships, and so un- 
sparing the foes of human life. But 
they were not people who quailed before 
difficulties, or shrank from enemies. 
They had come with a purpose. They 
knew what they were about, So tar as 
it was in human nature to do it, they 
had forecast everything. And they had 
done this with so much intelligence and 
discernment, that they were disappoint- 
ed in nothing of primary importance. 

The forefathers of New England were 
religious men, and they came ona relig- 
ious errand, and they planned for plant- 
ing and building in the interests of the 
kingdom of God. The idea of better- 
ing their own personal fortunes was 
a remote idea. They foresaw that that 
could hardly be. They hoped to escape 
trouble and persecution for their religion, 
it is true, and, in that particular, they 
hoped to be better off in the new world. 
But in no mere earthly respect were 
most of them ever more favored than if 
they had remained in England or Hol- 
land. They felt that they had a mission, 
and that they were God’s instruments 
for the settlement of a country whose 
laws and institutions should be founded 
upon the Bible, and whose existence 
should be from the first under Christian 
auspices, the auspices of liberty, the lib- 
erty of the sens of God. 

It will be evident to those who read 
American history carefully, that our 
fathers were godly men who emphasized 
the first table of the law.. They did 
not forget that they were Christian, 
and that they should love their neigh- 
bors as themselves; but they did not 
emphasize this duty so strongly as they 
did the duty of loving God with all 
the heart, soul, mind and strength. This 
domination of the rule of duty to 
God had much to do with the character 


‘and work of our fathers. It is probable 


that they could not have done the work 
they did under any other domination. 
They believed themselves sons of God 
ina very lofty sense, while they had 
lofty ideas of God and of his claims 
upon them. So they became the grand 
and serious men they were, who could 
trifle with nothing, and who must do all 
things as under the eye of God, and 
with the thought of honoring God. 
They had exiled themselves for the Lord’s 
sake, as they believed, from the mother 


untry, which ever dear to their 
mory; and they felt that on the shores 
which they sought, they were still pil- 
grims and strangers, though they made 
such strenuous efforts to get the land 
into their own possession, by propitiat- 
ing the aborigines and subduing the 
wilderness. For purposes merely hu- 
man, or even humane, they had not 
come; but rather for divine objects, in 
the formation of free churches, and the 
founding of a state that should be wor- 
thy of God—a real “Civitatis Dei.” 


How these ideas grew up together in 
their minds will be seen, when we re- 
member that they had severed from their 
religion all ideas of king, prelate, priest, 
orany other earthly rank. They held 
that Christ was head over all things to 
his church, Prophet, Priest and King, 
and that, therefore, his followers were 
on an equality, were themselves a royal 
generation, a holy priesthood, and were 
competent to do any and all things nec- 
essary for the perpetuity, growth and 
well-being of the churches. They could 
appoint from their own members such 
officers and teachers as might edify them, 
and could remove them if they ceased 
to be useful. And if themselves, by 
their anointing, were the prophets, 
priests and kings of the chareh, under 
the one glorious Head of the Church, 
why then, also, those who composed the 
state were themselves its kings and rul- 
ers, under the Almighty Ruler, and had 
the right to put over themselves such 
officers as should maintain public order 
and promote the public good, and to 
displace them whenever it should seem 
to themselves best to doso. The church 
was, in their view as to polity, a Chris- 
tian democracy ; and the state was, in 
their view, an outgrowth of the church, 
but not identical with it; yet a body to 
be governed from within, and by the 
consent of those who constituted it ; 
and therefore, another sacred democracy, 
with another class of objects to secure 
and maintain. 

As our fathers made no compromise 
with sin, and would endure no unright- 
eousness in the lives of those who were 
honored by them in the church ; so they 
were careful never to elect toa civil 
office any man of easy virtue, or doubt- 
ful character. They insisted on moral 
integrity and the fullest accountability. 
They made but small provision for the 
payment of public servants. They held 
that men called to positions of honor 
and trust should render their services as 
nearly as possible gratuitously. No 
man among them was enriched by office. 
In the degeneracy of our times, we not 
only choose men of little character to 
office, but we too often tempt the covet- 
ous to seek office, because “ there is 
money in it.” We must learn to render 
it impossible to make money by cffice- 
holding, and then we must see that those 
who are nominated for office are com- 
petent and moral men, whose chief 
thought is, not to advance or enrich 
themselves, but to do the public a favor, 
and to advance the interests of the com- 
monwealth. Till we revive the princi- 
ples of our fathers, and return to their 
practices, both in the church and state, 
we shall be in danger of going from 
bad to worse. Be it ours to throne the 
Pilgrims and their principles in power 
over the land. 


Week-Day Lecture. 


BY THE REV. A. L. STONE, D.v. 


Wednesday Evening, Dee. 13th, 1876. 

In Deborah’s song of triamph for the 
victory achieved over the King of Ca- 
naan, there occurs a startling change of 
tone and tenor, as the soul of the propb- 
etess breathes ont the divine anathema 
upon cowardly and delinquent Meroz: 
*‘Curse ye Meroz! Curse ye bit- 
terly the inhabitants thereof, because 
they came not to the help of the Lord ; 
to the help of the Lord against the 
mighty.” 

I take up these words, not for the sake 
of emphasizing and re-applying the 
*‘ curse ”—for human lips uninspired are 
not clean enough and pure enough to 
deal in malediction—but for the sake of 
dwelling upon the relations of the work 
of the Lord to human helpers. 

Naturally, it might excite surprise 
that Omnipotence should ask the aid of 
human weakness, and complain when it 
is withheld. Is it not rats that “ speaks 
and it is done,” that ‘* commands and it 
stands fast”? And as to theenergy of 
the Divine Spirit on human souls, can 
not God make men willing in the day 
of his power, without our contribution 
to the result ? 

But, for thesake of a wise and gracious 
discipline, God chooses to lean upon 
human helpers, both in the fields of his 
providence and his grace. 

He would rain down bread from 
heaven for all the hungry; but that 
would leave men exposed to the temp- 
tations of indolence and idleness; it 


would be good neither for their muscles 


nor their morals; so there is no harvest 
unless man comes to God’s help. The 
mellow soil, the laws of germination 
and of growth, the sunshine and the 
rain, are of God; but man must put 
his hand to the plow, must scatter 
broad-cast the seed, must reap and bind 
and thresh, or the issue will fail. 

God would bestow the “gift of 
tongues,” as on the day of Pentecost ; 
but one who would grow in intellectual 
wisdom and power must lavish his own 
diligence in stady. 

So in spiritual issues: The blessing 
is from God, the efficiency is divine ; 
but the working agency must be con- 
tributed by man. God would have 
dispensed with such helpers, but he 
chooses rather to lean upon them, and 
have them feel all the quickening influ- 
ence and responsibility of such alliance. 

We can “help” in such issues by 
faithful and kindly warning to the care- 
less and indifferent. Which is the more 
amazing, the insensibility of an impeni- 
tent man to his danger, or our silence 
with him in regard to his peril, it would 
be hard to say. But there is one scrip- 
ture that oaght to flame before us per- 
petually, in living capitals: “ When I 
say unto the wicked, Thou shalt surely 
die; and thou givest him not warning, 
nor speakest to warn the wicked from 
his wicked way, to save his life; the 
same wicked man shall die in his in‘qui- 
ty, but his blood will I require at thine 
hand,” 

We can “help” by repeating the 
tender graciousness of the gospel offer, 
** Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ and 
thou shalt be saved.” The loving heart 
of Jesus must throb in ours, and find 
its utterance through our lips, and plead 
in our broken voice and weeping eyes. 

We can “help” by supplying the 
Divine Spirit with his subduing and 
conquering weaponry. He has no sword 
with which to smite and wound the 
obdurate heart, till we supply the truth 
of God, that slays and makes alive. 

We can “help” by securing the at- 
tendance of the unconverted upon the 
scenes of religious instruction where 
they are to be particularly addressed. 
Often such a word of invitation will be 
the turning point in the history a 
soul. It is easily given. We ought to 
watch for opportunities to exert such an 
influence. Our object would justify 
even importunity for such an end. 

We can “help” by making all the 


meetings large and warm and vital by 


our own earnest and. prayerful presence. 
We feel the difference at once between 
the influence of a scene where few are 
assembled, (and those few not specially 
roused and quickened) and that of a 
room thronged with souls intently look- 
ing up for a blessing on the truth and 
God’s power on the hearers. You may 
not feel ready to speak, or to plead with 
the impenitent ; but you can come where 
they are addressed, and help the im- 
pressiveness of the truth with the wit- 
ness of your presence and your earnest 
face. | 

We can “help” by guiding inquirers 
to Jesus. I know how many of you 
feel shy and timid and diffident about 
undertaking this duty. Points might be 
raised which you could not meet; ques 
tions might be asked which you could 
not answer. Yes: but such elaborate 
discussions are not called for. Don’t 
undertake them. Decline them if they 
are proposed. Use only the simplicity 
of the gospel directions. Breathe out 
the longing of a loving heart. Point 
to the waiting Savior. This, any of you 
can do, and it is the most effective style 
of doing. 

Oh, brethren! if souls perish here 
through our coldness and negligence, or 
our shrinking timidity, is that a trifling 
calamity ? is our guilt small? If that 
curse of Meroz rest upon any of us, can 
we carry it lightly? Who of us is 
ready to devote himself without reserve 


to the help of his Lord in the salvation 
of souls?

Rev. G. M. Hubbard, of Anaheim, 
acknowledges gifts amounting to $338, 
in aid of church erection in his field. 
Of this amount, $200 came from G. W. 
Gibbs. 


Eastern and Foreign. 


Moopy anp SANKEY 
accounts represent the-revival meetings 
at Chicago to be gaining in power and 
in evident results. The great conven- 
tion was attended by large numbers of 
people from a distance as well as by the 
people of Chicago and its vicinity. At 
least 6,500 people are said to have been 
present at the noon prayer-meeting. In 
several of the Chicago churches there is 
very marked reviving. Nor is the work 
confined to that city; but influences 
thence have kindled a flame in remote 
towns and cities of the interior. Mean- 
time, Messrs. Whittle and Bliss, Mr. 
Needham, Mr. Moorehouse and other 
evangelists, are hopefully carrying on 
work at different points. Preparations 
are making in Boston for Mr. Moody, 
who commences labor there on the Ist 
of January. 


Norrs.—Mr. John Dove, of Andover, 
bequeathed $10,000 to Andover Semi- 
nary library. He with his partners built 
Brechin Hall, which contains the libra- 
ry, and gave a generous sum for a libra- 
ry fund. Fifty years hence somebody 
will be giving to the Pacific Seminary 
library. We wish somebody would 
think of it sooner. The thirteenth 
Congregational church has been organ- 
ized in Alabama, at Florence. Dr. 
Richard 8. Storrs’ people celebrated his 
thirtieth anniversary as pastor, on the 
22d of November. No mention is made 
of Mr. Beecher’s presence. Joseph 
Scudder, D.D., brother of Dr. H. M. 
Scudder, died at Upper Red Hook, N. 
Y., where he was pastor, Nov. 25th. 
Dr. Wadsworth’s recent church ed- 
ifice, at Philadelphia, was restored to 
the Dutch Reformed minority by de- 
cree of court, and services resumed un- 
der the old auspices with the unprece- 
dentedly large attendance of fifty in the 
morning and thirty in the evening! 
William Capron, one “of the ablest 
and most devoted missionaries, died in 
India recently. Rev. Robert West is 
to be-‘the new State Superintendent for 
Home Missions in Missouri. Dr. W. 
H. Allen says he is pastor of “ St. Ste 
phen Girard’s- Church”—i. e., he is 
President of Girard College, and gives 
_moral instruction there which is intense- 
ly religious, and nobody is trying to 
break the will because of it. 


BequEsts or A Hoosier. — Beside 
giving $118,000 to Wabash College, the 
will of Mr. Edwin J. Peck, of Indian- 
apolis, Indiana, makes the following -be- 
quests: To the trustees of the Second 
Presbyterian church he gives $5,000 in 
trust as a permanent fund, the interest 
to go to the Home for Friendless Wo- 
men, for the benefit of the inmates. 
The acting elders of this church are also 
given in trust $5,000, the interest to be 
used in establishing mission schools and 
churches, and the sum of $2,000 for the 
benefit of the Colored Orphans’ Home. 
The sum .of $10,000 goes to the same 
parties in trust for the Protestant Or- 
phans; also the annual interest of $2,.- 
900, to be used in purchasing books for 
the pastor’s library. The executor is di- 
rected to hold in trust $25,000 of roll- 
ing-mill stock for the benefit of the Pres- 
byterian Board of Home Missions, the 
same to constitute a permanent fund, to 
be expended by the Board within the 
bounds of the State of Indiana. 


Plants of Scripture. 


BY J. MURRAY MOORE, M.D., F.B.S.E., ETC. 


THE LILY. 

Several species of the lily are men- 
tioned in the original text of the Bible. 
In the Song of Solomon the “lily of the 
valley ” was, according to the best bo- 
tanical authorities, the Hemerocallis 
(Day-Lily) a beautiful white flower, 
larger but not dissimilar to our lily of 
of the valley, which reared its modest 
blossom among the grass and rushes of 
the brook-watered meadow. The water 
lily of Egypt, Nelumbium Speciosum, 
is also mentioned indirectly, or rather 
referred to in Ecclesiastes, Chap. xi: 


XI, 


— 


verse 1. “Cast thy bread upon the | 


waters, (literally upon the face of the 
waters), and thou shalt find it after 
many days.” It is commonly assumed 
that the cultivation of rice is here allud- 
ed to, but it is much more probable that 
the passage has reference to the planting 
of the seeds of-this water lily, which 
thrown on the waters of the Nile, take 
root in the mud. When the seeds are 
fully ripe, they are gathered and ground 
into meal from which bread is made. 
‘The fellaheen of Egypt to this day eat 
such bread. 

The “lily of the field” from which’ 
our Savior drew a striking comparison, 
was the scarlet hartagon lily, which 
flowered in Palestine in April and May, 
and was common and plentiful from the 
shores of the Adriatic to the banks of 
the Euphrates. In all probability the 
‘“* sermon on the Mount” was delivered 
during the time that this lily was in full 
flower,and its splendid red curling petals 
elevated on a tall stem must have form- 
ed a conspicuous feature in the fields over 
which Christ and his audience gazed 
when he said: ‘ Consider the lillies of 
the field, how they grow! They toil 
not, neither do they spin ; and yet I say 
unto you, that even Solomon in all his 
glory was not arrayed like one of these.” 
The beauty of the flower is further used 
as an illustration of God the Creator’s 
pride in and care over inanimate crea- 
tures, so that we need not take anxious 
thought about the necessities of this 
life.

The Household.

The majority of people have much to 
learn about beds and their management, 
Disease and feebleness very often come 
from bad beds. Without refreshing 
sleep, which can only be found in good 
beds, we cannot enjoy or exert the full 
powers of our physical or mental na- 


tures, 
The location of a bedroom is every- 


thing. Science and common sense tell 
us that our bedrooms should always be 
on the sunny side of the house, and that 
light and air should pass freely through 
them the most of the day. Whoever 
sleeps in a bedroom on the north side of 
the house, into which the sun never pen- 
etrates, is dying daily. He passes 
through life in an enervated condition, 
and leaves a posterity unfitted for the 
struggles and heroisms of life. Man 
alone is forgetful of this instructive and 
helpful law. We do not consider, and 
therefore suffer and die before our allot- 
ted time. The seeds of disease are in 
our mattresses. Thousands of families 
sleep on feather and curled-hair beds 
which have been in daily use—and they 
boast of it—for twenty-five years. How 
often have such beds, even in well-reg- 
ulated families, been out under the sun 
and exposed to the air, as Rey should 
have been, especially in the summer 
months, for hours together ? It is fright- 
ful to think of the quantity of perspira- 
tion from our bodies which adheres to 
the unrefreshed mattress. 
these matters inflicts upon posterity un- 
told burdens, and robs the world of an 
immense amount of power. 


The material of the mattress is of 
little account, though the highest medi- 
cal authorities recommend clean straw. 
Freshness and cleanliness are the essen- 
tials. In the sweltering nights of sum- 
mer no bed is fit to be occupied that 
has not been under the sun several hours 
in the twenty four. We have a great 
deal to learn about beds. The maids in 
our houses make up the cribs and beds 
almost as soon as they are vacated, 
without the slightest regard to their 
purification. The hardest struggle for 
healthy life is of our own creation. As 


we make our beds, so we must lie on 


them. There is light enough on this 
subject, as on all others; but we love 
the darkness rather than the light. We 
think with pity of the family which at- 
tends the poisonous theaters, and returns 
to neglected beds at midnight. This is 
called enjoyment and recreation, by per- 
sons who know not what they are doing, 

We have said bedrooms should be on 
the sunny side of the house. But if the 
sunbeams are to be carefully excluded, 
and the rooms made dark with blinds 
and curtains, it is little matter on which 
side of the house they are. Sunlight is 
especially needed for the sick, and it is 
excluded from. them. Everything is 
darkened to keep out the flies and heat, 
but both are purifying. The flies, it is 
now said, cleanse the air of animalcule 
and spores, some of which are, perhaps, 
the germs of our diseases. The sunlight 
will purify walls, furniture, beds and 
wearing-apparel in the room, as well as 
invigorate its humanoccupants. Nearly 
twice as many patients recover on the 
sunny side of hospitals as on the north 
side. Why turn all our rooms, practi- 
cally, to the north side by shutters, 
blinds and curtains? If we do so, at 
least let us bear the consequent wan- 
ness, weakness or sickness without mur- 
murine. 

Then we say to mothers: See that 
your houses are thrown open from gar- 
ret to cellar in warm weather for several 
hours in the heat of the day, so as to 
get as much light and heat and thorough 
draft as you can; and during that time 
all beds and blankets should be aired as 
much as possible in the sunshine.
